In the rural distriets the majority of the
Irieh appear to be loyal, 'They plod along
pencafilly with thelr ocdupatione, " "Tis
strungo the ongoln's o thim Sinn Feiner
hoys 1" they say, "Shurs 'tin divilmint that
lendn thim ont*

In & tiny village near Dublin T saw a
aurlous thing ooour. Two Insurrectionists,
gun In hand and badge on arm, were har-
ringuing the villagers loudly. Their
language was hardly of a repentable nature
Around a distant bend In the road come n
party of soldlers, marching rapldly. With
one wild glance the Binn Feiners skipped
Inalde n garden gate, dexterously dropped
their rifles In the bushes and thelr rebal
badges In the long grass, ploked up rakes
and some gardening implements and started
working Industrlously. The villagers broke
up and retreated. As the soldlers paesed
the little orchard, pink with apple blogsoms
and sconted with the flowers of spring, they
glanced at the two Industrious gardenars
rather curlously. But tha gardensrs touched
thelr hats In nll deference to “'the military,"
ardl the military passed on.

Much fighting I8 reported to have ooc-
curred near this place, at Enniscorthy. a
town about 70 mbles pouth of Dublin, It
was here that the awful battle of Vinegar
Hill was fought In 1708,

I nover shall forget my first slght of nn
armored tealn In Treland ns It wound Its
way along the qulet rallway line, n queer,
patched-up affalr, but one sufficlently om-
Inous to wirike terror Into the hearts of the
rehels.

The simple Irlah peasants rushed to the
doora of thelr tiny eabins to lnok at “the
ernythur!" They crossed themselvea re-
poatedly the whila It slowly steamed past
and murmured prayers to thelr saints for
daliverance “Shure 'tis tha divil in heal)
himself that'd be after makin' the onholy
contraption ! eried n lttle old womnn ex.
oitedly. And a "contraption" it indeed
wig, though serviceabls, An anclent en-
gine dragged two or throe steel trucks bhe-
hind, armored with plerced sheetn of iron
and painted a sinte-gray.  In the last
wagon A tnckle of scaffold-poles hnd been
hastily put together for the slinging aboard
of n couple of quick-firers, and bheside them
st an emergency crew of cheerful Tom-
mins.

The sun ghone on thls astounding spec-
tacle. Inquisitive prlests were peering at
the train, which now had sglowed down
at n signal. Brown-faced peasants were
standing open-mouthed and one of the en-
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ginesrs who was richly endowed with n
genine of humor was crying:  “Shure have
yo soen our Enniscorthy Emlly back thera?
“Tin o handsome colleen that aha I8, though
rather loud in the matter o' talkin®!™

And than It wan that tarribls Hmily ap-
penred Into view, She wiusa a4 huge 18-
pounder, calouluted to blow up an antire
village If need be. hor great gray noge
cooked skyward in tipsy fashion. [ must
confess that the sight of Emlly made my
blood run colil, There was such an In-
tenaely  businesslike air about her, an
thotigh her bite would be even worsa than
her bark.

I understand that Emily and the armored
traln bstwean them, when they fnally
renched thelr destinntion, broke down the
confidence of the rebels, who surrendered
Nor couldy one wonder at it!  And the
welrd-looking train etenmed slowly baok, a
strange pray shape on the glorlous greén
of the Irish countryside. Tta deop rumhle
died off in the distance, and the only sound
wig the gentle gurgling of a little brook
in whose waters the speckied trout were
lenping. Forget-me-nots and primroses made
tHE tall grass on the banks one dassling
blur of blue and yellow. The priestn forgot
thelr curlosity and resumed the telling of
their beads and thelr dally vocations. The
Irish peasants went back to thelr cabins
and took up thelr simple tanks,

SADNESS AND FOLLY.

The real note of the Irish Insurrection
ns It strikes me today s its inexpressible
sadness and folly. Ireland ls now, as aver,
the most unhappy country In the world.
Nalther Belglum nor Serbln have histories
onehnlf so mournful. If one only studies
Itish history, pne rends with many shudders
the tragle recital of suffering and pain.

A few months boefore the outbreak of war
the country seemed to be Irradinted with
the light of a new dawn. It was the dawn
of & new proaparity, arlaing chiefly from a
co-oparative movement In the rurnl districts
One was Informed In all sinecerity that, In
20 yeurs' time, Ireland would be the moat
progperous country in the British Empire,

Today It Is sad, Indeed, to reflect that
Irlshmen themselves have shottered the
glowing prospect which was gradually un-
folding before them.

EDUCATE DEFECTIVES,
SAYS C(RCULAR SEEN
AT CIVIC EXPOSITION

State Will Be Asked for $500,000
Appropriation to Give Aid
to Children

PLEA FOR PROMOTIONS

in Six Had to Go Over Sub-
jects in Which They
Failed

One

,Five hundred thousand dollars will bs
appropriated by the State to educate physl-
eally and mentally defective children, If a
proposed bill, now in the hande of tha
Publio BEdueation and Child Labor Associa-
tion, mgets through the Legislature, This
money would be apportioned to the several
school distrieta in sums of $400 for each
teachor employed for the Instruction of
children 4 years or more over age for thelir
grada In o special class

In ciroulars distributed at the Commer.
olnl Musesum, whoere the Philadelphia To-
day nnd Tomorrow Civie Exposition Is be-
ing held, it 18 asserted that last year 17,000
children In this elty's elamentary schoola
talled to bos promotad.

“rhat means that virtually one In six
pupils had to go back over not only subjects
in which they had falled but also In which
they had passed,” fs a mtatement taken
from the ciroular, “Thin discourages chil-
dren, and more than anything elee makes
them dinlike school work. It costa tha clty
ench yonr thousands of dollars to Instruct
puplis u second time In subjects which they
have already mastersd, and the number of
pupils held back adds to the problem of
echoal congestion.”

The association suggests that puplls be
promoted by subjects rather than by
grades. Let them advance in the subjects
they have puassed and continus wILE tha
studies in which they have “flunked.” ad-
vises the mootety, and It malntains that in
svary elementary school in Phllndelphla pre-
motlon by subject could be estabiiahed in
the Sth, &th, Tth and 8th grades without
any great diffigulty

PLAN SPECIAL CLASSES
hie' proposed bill stipulutes that It shall

or more children four Years or maore over
age for thelr grade to esiablish _up.clnl
clusaea for thelr education and training.

“Very croditable eforta have besn made
by lhe public school muthorities of Phila-
delphia and other larke cmu' to eutablivh
specin] clusses for such puplin'" s nsserted,
Vut the work I8 still far from meeting the
needs of the situation” In 1915, the elr-
oular continues, thars were 171 crippled
children of solool age not snrolled und 8538
children in the regular grades of the pub-
lic sohuole were from three Lo nins years
over age for thelr grade, Twe thousand
and foirteen ars now enrolled o ortho-
genle (backward and disciplinury) classes,
wecording to the 1913 report of the Board
of Educstion

If Stite wid is provided generously for
gontinuation and yocatlonal schools, the as-
soclation ressons, similar preyvision should
be made for physically sod mentally de-
fective children.

More extensive education of the adult is
also contemplated by the assoclation's pro-
gramme, With a population of 1,700,000
Philadelphin sent only 3841 persons on the
avernge to the voostionsl courses in the
svining schools, the assoclation points out,
and adds: There should be 10 or 16 times
thist many. That there are pot is not the
fault of the peopls who need instruction. It
s the fauit of the school system. It does not
provide & wide enough range of courses
Phlladelphla in & great manufacturing mnd
Industrinl centre. Thousands of workers In
many trades nead the additonal tralning
that they might get In evening classes. Hut
they cannot got iIt, because It is not offered
to them!

In Fhiladelphia the evening mohool of
trades comes nearest to the kind of eve-
ning instruetlon that should be provided
for workers in many cooupations.’ It has
the widest range of vocational instruction
and It has the largest atiendance. Thare
should be established this type of evaning
vocutional school throughout the several
school districts, soccording to the needs of
the people. The eguipment of the high
schools and of the district manual tralo-
Ing schoolas should be put te more demo-
cratio uses in providing additlonal i{nstrue-
tion for workers of all kinds ' *

Concerning school bulldings, the nuso-
ciation has this to say: "In many of our
schools conditions e a menpce to the
health of the puplls and s serlous handi»
cap to Lhe work of Instruction—gwe ob-
stacles to Lthe normal development of the
children. The last report of the Depart-
ment of Medical Inspeotion shows that in
n large number of clussrooms In the
schouls of Philudelphia conditions sre fap
below standard. FPhiladelphis needs better
elementary aclivols There should ba more
playgrounds about our schoola In  cons
gosted cenilres, Every school shoyld be
vonsirocted with a view 1w moders
At present in only one of our 107
nfentary achools 1a there & gymbasiun or
2 lerge room for use as an Asditerium.
While we lag behind in Lhis Ins
Nn‘w l;wk.
